IS Czariſh Majeſty, my moſt Auguſi Maſter, being 
always actuated by a ſincere Deſire to cultivate 
conſtantly a good Underſtanding with your Ma- 
Jefty, finds himſelf obliged to acquaint yon witli 
the Advices he has received, that, jour Majeſty 
entered lift Summer with Sweden into Treaties 
entirely oppbſite to the Engagements your Majeſty is under with 
his Czariſh Majeſty by the Treaty of mutual Alliance of 1715, 
BY that Treaty, Sire, your Majeſty as Elector of Brunſwick- 
Lunertburg; did engage not only not 5 make Peace with Sweden, 
without the Participation, and much leſs in Excluſion of his Cxa- 
riſh Majeſty, but to employ all poſſible Means to endeavour to pro- 
eure to him by a General Peace the Ceſſion of Ingria, Carelia, 

Eſthonia, with the Town of Revel and all its Dependencies, an 
nbt to oppoſe; either directly or indiretly, other Conditions which. 
his Czariſh Majeſty might further ſtipulate at the General Peace 
with Sweden, Your Majeſty obliged yourſelf likeqviſe by that 
Treaty, to ſupport, as King of England, his Czariſh M jeſty's In- 
tereſt, and to ſecond his Deſigns on all Occaſions, as his Czariſh 
Majeſty obliged hitnſelf on his part, by the ſame Treaty, to procure 
70 — Majeliy the Poſſeſſion of the Dutchies ef Bremen and 
Vehrden. ; 4 
HIS Czariſh Majeſty has faithfully performed the Chnditions of: 
this Treaty on his part, and jour Majeſty has had the Benefit of 
them by the Acquiſition of the Dutchy of Bremen, and of t le Prin- 
tipality of Vehrden; which four Majeſty conld not have obtain- 
ed, had not his Czariſh Majefty employed all his Cares and moſt 
earneſt Sollicitations with his Majeſty the King of Denmark, to 
induce him to diveſt Himſelf in favcur of your Majeſty, of ſo .

BUT, Sire, his Czariſh Majeſty finds himſelf entirely * |

R Majeſty was not ſatisfied with making Peace for your- | 
felf, excluſive of the Czar my Maſter ; you alſo tirew off from 
the Alliance they had with him, his Pruſſian Majeſty, and his 
Majeſty the King of Poland as Elector of Saxony ; gour Majeſty 
has included them in that ſeparate Peace, and has male as King

THE Kings of Great Britain, your Majeſty's Predeceſſors, have 
at all times ſet a Value upon the Friendſhip and good Under ſtam- 
ding eftabliſhed between the Crowns of Great Ruſſia and Great 
Britain, in Confideration of the conſiderable Advantages accruing 
to their Kingdoms by a Commerce gainful to their Subjects. 
KING William had Engagements with the Crown of. Sweden, 

actually to give it Aſſiſtance by Virtue of a Treaty of defenſive 
Alliance, yet nothing Was able to determine him to declare againſt 
his Czariſh Majeſty at the Beginning of the preſent Northern 
ar. | 
THAT great Prince, who was ſenſible it was for the Good and 
Intereſt of his Kingdoms to preſerve good Intelligence with Great 
Ruſſia, kept himſelf within the Bounds of Good Offices, which 
he employed for the Pacification of the North; and it is not to be 
doubted but they would have proved effectual, had the Crown of 
Sweden /hexn the ſame good Diſpoſition to it which that Prince 
found in his Czariſh Majeſty. |

of Wiſdom and Prudence : Though ſhe interpoſed by good Offices

* IF the Princes hi wore the Crown of Great Britain before 
your Majeſty, and who had no particular Obligmtion to the Cxur 
my Maſter, did yet carry ſo fair with him, merely in Conftderss 
tion of the Advantage aud true Intereft which the Britiſh Native 
found in a good Correſpondence with the Ruſſian Empire ; had not 
his Caarihh Majeſty good Grounds to expe? that your Majeſty, the 
worthy Succeſſour of thoſe great Monarchs, would not diſdlam 25 
imitate them, aud would follow their Examples? ſeemg fo 
per ſonal Reaſons which your Majeſty has, and which your ral.

MA it pleaſe your Maieſty to recollect all the Advances whith 
the Czar my auguſt Maſter has made for ſtrengthening and te» 
menting a-new the ancient Union between the two Crowns of 
Great Ruſſia and Great Britain, by more cloſe and ſtrong Ties. 


WHEN your Majeſty in the Year 1716, deftred that his Czn- 
riſh Majeſty would be pleaſed to ſend his Ambaſſudour Prince Kou- 
rakin ro London, with what Readineſs did the Czar my Maſter 
enter into your Majeſty's Views? And did he not do all that 
was poſſible for him, to comply with your Majeſty's Deſires, <vhen 
you cauſed to be propoſed to him by one of the chief of the Eng)iſh 
Miniſtry at that time, a Project of a Treaty of perpetual defenſive 
Alliance, and of Guaranty for the Succeſſion of the Britiſh Crown 
eftabliſhed in the Proteſtant Line, and of another Treaty of Com- 
merce and Navigation, by which your Majeſty and the Britiſh 
Nation were to find ſolid and perpetual Advantages. 

THE Remembrance of all that paſſed at that Time, and on that 
Occafron, as well in England as in Holland, is till fo freſh, that 
it is needleſs to repeat all the Particulars. The Principal Miniſters 
your Majeſty has at this Time, are not ignorant of them : They 
have been.often employed to aſſure his Cxariſh Mny:fly's Miniſters 
of your Majeſty's Defoe to bring ſo good and beneficial a Work to

. YOUR Majeſty's Miniſters were ſoon obſerved to fill Foreign 
Courts with finiſter Inſenuations, to act againſt his Czariſh Ma- 
Jefty's Intereſt; and te give all manner of falſe Interpretations of 
bis Intentions, Great Pains were taken to draw off his Friends, 
and to raiſe him Enemies, What Means were not uſed to embroil 
bis Cxariſh Majeſty with the Court of Vienna, and to divert the 
Court of Denmark from the Meaſures then taken with his Cxa- 
riſh Majeſty for the Operations of the War againſt Sweden? And 
i 1716, when his Czariſh Majeſty was at Copenhagen, was it 
not brought to the Point of cauſing Admiral Norris to act hoſtile: 
hy againſt his Cxariſb Majeſty's Fleet, and againſt his Land. Forces, 
F his Daniſh Majeſty would only have conſented to it? . 

PRETEXTS were to be found out for palliating ſo great a 
Change of Conduct, and ſo extraordinary a Proceeding towards 
bis Czariſh — To diſpoſe the Publick to believe there were 
firong Reaſons for uſing him ſo, it was rumoured among the Bri- 
tiſh Nation, and pretended to he believed, that his Czariſh Ma- 
Jeſty held Correſpondence with the Pretender, for placing him on 
the Throne of Great Britain, 

ALL the Aſſurances, Sire, which his Czariſh Majeſty cauſed 
to be given to your Majeſty, by the Memorial which I had the 
Honour to — 5 to you in 1717, might have convinced your Ma- 
Jeſty and all the reaſonable World, that this Deſign was never 
in his Thoughts ; and that theſe Imputations were falſe and 
groundleſs 

WHEN any Advances were made from that Quarter, his C2.43 
Tiſh Majeſty rejected them with Firmneſs, even without return- 
ing Anſwers; and without permitting his Miniſters to enter into 
any Communication with the Adherents of that Perſon,

OUR Majeſty knows, that his Czariſh Majeſty's Privy-Coun- 
cellour of State, M. Tolſtoy, repaired to your Majeſty at Hano- 
yer, with that Commiſſion; that the Steps and Offers his Cza- 
riſh Majeſty made for renewing the Negotiations of Alliance, werg 
conſiderable ; and that nothing could have been capable to hinder 
the happy Succeſs of them, had not the ſame Intereſt of the Nobig 
fit of "Ar ra. wh ruined the apparent Probability there Was 
of accompliſhing it. I 
ME Czar my auguſt Maſter, conceived new Hopes of forming: 
4 good and ſolid Union between the two Monarchies, when your 
Majeſty ſent to him during his Stay in Holland, Mr, Whitwarth 
and Admiral Norris, your Miniſters Plenipotentiary: But his Cxa- 
ri Majeſty's Miniſters had hardly entered into Conference with 
zhoſe of your Majeſty, when theſe.

THE Czar my Maſter, not ſeeing in your Majeſty any Ineling. 
tion to come into it, and finding on the contrary, that the ſeparate 
Negotiations begun in Sweden were preferred to it; his Czariſh 
Majeſty could not forbear cauſing the Congreſs of Aland ro be open- 
ad, and continuing afterwards the Negotiations of Peace Jointly 
with his Pruſſian Majeſty. 
' THE Affair had been ended long ago, while the King of Swe. 
den was alive, could his Czariſh Majeſty have reſolved to aban- 
an his Allies, and to enter into the Meaſures which were propo-

BUT good Faith, which his Czariſh Majeſty efteems a princi- 
pal Virtue in a great Monarch, his Faithful in maintaini 
the Alliances he had contracted, made him abſolutely reject choſe 
Meaſures : He choſe rather to ſacrifice all the Advantages he 
might have reaped from them, than to expoſe himſelf to the Re. 
proach of having ever in the Courſe of his Reign deſerted his 
Allies, and been wanting to his Treaties : He therefore prefer 
red the Continuance of the War to a clandeſtine and ſeparate 
Peace. | 
HIS Czariſh Majeſty has ſince that Time cauſed new Offers te 
ze made to your Majeſty, as well by his own Miniſters as by thoſe 
F your Majeſty, for re-eſtabliſhing good Correſpendence and Union, 
and taking common Meaſures. | 

HE offered even to break off the Congreſs at Aland, as ſoon as 


ey Diſpoſition ſhould appear in your Majeſty for renewing a fin. 


cere Friendſhip. | 

THESE Advances made by his Czariſh Majefly had no better 
Succeſs than ſo many others which had preceeded them: They 
avere received with Colanefs and Indifference. | 

THE Conſideration of the Proceedings and Integrity of his Cza- 
viſu Majeſty, moved foreign Princes wha Were — affected to 
the Common Good, to interpoſe their good Offices for the re-eſta- 
bl:iſhing ef good Intelligence between the Czar my anguſt Maſter 
and your Majeſty. 

WITH this View his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Orleans, Re- 
gent of France, cauſed ſome Propoſitions to be made laſt Winter to 
his Czarih Majeſty, who inſtantly received them «with Joy; and 
ts jhew that he was in the beſt Diſpoſition ro bring them to a

BUT the Offer of thoſe Propoſitions was hardly made, when they. 
Were likewiſe let drop again, and it was obſerved that your Ma- 
jeſty was not inclined to them, 

HIS r thought that this Affair — upon 
a good foot again, when your Majeſty ſent your Refiderit Mr. Jeffe- 
ryes to his Majeſty's Court, and when your Majeſty aſſured that 
Court by me, that he was to make' Propoſals of Alliance: But 
they dere very much ſurprixed there, when inſtead of making 
any himſelf, he asked at his Arrival, what thoſe were that they 
had to make to him ? 

Hs Cxariſh Majeſty had a Right to pretend and require, that 
the Promiſe made him ſhould be made good; and that ſince Aſſu- 
rances had been given him that the ſaid Miniſter came to propoſe, 
he ought to do it by ſome Overture. | | 

HOWEVER, his Majeſty was pleaſed to paſs over that Diffi- 
culty; and to give a new Proof of the Sincerity of his Intentions 
for the eftabliſhing of a ſolid Alliance between the two Crowns 
of Great Ruſſia aud Great Britain, he ordered his Miniſters to put 
into the Hands of your Majeſty's ſaid Reſident, a Projeft of a De- 
fenſive Alliance and Guaranty, conformable to that which had 
been ſet on foot in the Year 1716. 

COULD there be clearer and ſtronger Proofs given than theſe, 
that his Cz.ariſh Majeſty had no Deſign, nor ſo much as the Thought . 
id undertake any thing againſt your Majeſty's Government ? Since 
far from doing any thing tending that way, he fought only to at- 
tach himſelf to your Majeſty, and to engage himſelf with you for 
the ſurer Eſtabliſhment of your Throne, and for ſecuring it to your 
Royal Poſterity, | . 

YET, Sire, though your Majeſty's Refident ſent that Project 
te your Court, ſo far was it from being looked upon with any 
Regard, that not ſo much as an Anſwer was returned to it; and 
his Cz.ariſh Majeſty inſtead of being made ſenfible of your Ma- 
jeſty's being inclined to make a Return to all theſe Advances made 
by his Cz.ariſh Majeſty for reſtoring good Harmony, received cre- 
ible Advices from ſeveral Parts, that the numerous Squadron 
ſent by your Majeſty into the Baltick under the Command of Ad- 
aof Norris, was deſigned to ſuccour Sweden, and to turn againſt 


his Czariſh Majeſty. ? | 

The News of a Deſign ſo contrary to your Majeſty's Engage- 
ments, ſurprixed his Czariſh Majeſty: He could not perſwade' 
himſelf that he had any thing like it to fear from an Ally on. 
whom he had heaped ſo many Benefits, nor from the Naval Force .

fame Purpoſe, though in Terms leſs clear. 

| IN the mean time, the Campaign being ended, his Cz.ariſh Majefly 
upon his Return to Petersbourg, received Advices, that purſuant ts 
your Majeſty's new Engagements contratted with Sweden, Ad. 
miral Norris had actually Orders te join 18 of his Men of War 
zo the Swediſh Fleet, and to aft againſt his Cx ariſh Majeſty. Ac. 
cordingly, that Engliſh Squadron thus combined with the Swediſh, 
did fail towards the Scheren of Sweden; but it was too late #0 
execute their Deſign, The advanced Seaſon had already put an 
End to the Operations of his Czariſh Majeſty's Campaign : He 
was returned to his own Harbours with his Fleet and Gallies. 
His Czariſh Majeſty was informed ſaon after by his Plenipotentia- 
ries at the e Aland, of the Letters which your Majeſty's 
Ambaſſadour in Sweden the Lerd Carteret, and Admiral Norris, 
had written for offering him your Mediation, and of his Plenipo- 
rentiaries Reaſons for ſending them back: They cams from Mini- 
ſters who had na manner of Credentials to ki: Cxariſb Majeſty, 
and were drawn up in imperious Terms, Which were not proper 
to be uſed to a great Monarch, 

YOUR Majeſty, who ſo well knows what is due to Sovereigns 
"when any thing is to be treated with them, may judge by all that 
paſſed on that Occaſion, whether the Manner in which your Ma- 
Jeſty's Miniſters treated his Cz.aviſh Majeſty, when they offered 
him your Mediation, Sire, was agreeable is the Friendſhip _

TO tell a Sovereign with a ſort of Command and threatning, 
as your Majeſty's Miniſters wrote to his Czariſh Majeſty, that he 
muſt make an End of the War, to put himſelf into a Condition 
to obtain by that Means a reaſonable Peace; and to propoſe to 
him the Mediation of a Power, at the ſame time that he is given 
to underſtand, that the ſame Power has entered into an Alliance, 
and that in concert with his Enemy he has taken Meaſures againſt 
bim; this is not to endeavort to engage him to Peace, it is rather 
ſeeking Pretexts for à Rupture, and threatning him with it. 

HIS Czariſh Majeſty cannot believe your Majeſty has theſe 
Views : They are too oppoſite to the true Intereſt of Great Britain, 
and to the Idea the Cxur my moſt auguſt Maſter has of your Ma- 
Jeſty's Equity and Greatneſs of Mind. | 

IT does not appear what Motivves are of Importance enough for 
breaking at this time, without any jaſt and lawful Reaſon, the 
ancient Ties of Friendſhip between the two Crowns, and the good

tua Care. | 

THOSE Ties have always proved to the Britiſh Nation 4 Source 
of conſiderable Advantages in their Commerce: Wars interrupt 
the Courſe and Security of it; publick Calamities and infinite E- 
vils are the inevitable Conſequences of Wars, : 

HIS Cxariſh Majeſty is deſirous to prevent them by all the 
Means that depend upon him: My moſt auguſt Maſter is ſtill in 
the ſame Diſpoſition in which he has always been, to maintain 
inuiolabiy a good Underſtanding with your Majeſty and the 
Crown of Great Britain, and to cultivate its Friendſhip. 

HE has not yet given it any Pretext for committing Hoſtilities 
againſt him, and he declares that he will never commit any on 
his Part, unleſi he be openly declared and acted againſt ; which 
his Czariſh Majeſty hopes will not happen. 

H I'S Majeſty expects with Impatience to be informed of the Re-

H E has particularly ſhewn a ſincere Deſire to live well with 
the Czar, though the Crown of Grea? Britain is under no for-

g his Friendſhip may be imputed that Reſentment of the 


late King of Sweden _ His Majeſty, the Effects of which 


have been manifeſt on divers Occaſions. 

IN order to eſtabliſh good Correſpondence with the Czar 
upon a ſolid Foundation, His Majeſty deſired ro make a 
Treaty of Commerce with him; and Prince Kourakin did in- 


| deed come over hither upon that Negotiation in the Beginning 


of the Year 1716, -But then inſtead of anſwering in a ſuitable 
manner thoſe Advances His Majeſty had made, many Difficul- 
ties were ſtarted too long to be enumerated here; as particularly, 
that the King's Subjects ſhould not trade to Caſam and Aſtracan, 
a Privilege that had been allowed them by his Czariſn Majeſty's 
Predeceſſors: But what chiefly rendred this Negotiation fruitleſs, 


was, that the Czar never would come into this Treaty of Com- 


merce unleſs an Alliance were concluded at the ſame Time,

That of France favoured its ancient Ally; beſides 
there appeared no longer that Danger of raiſing Troubles in the 
Empire, which might have been apprehended from fo . warlike 
and N a Prince as the late King was. The deplorable 
Condition in which he had left his Kingdom, which was wholly:

to inteſtine Diviſions; made it no longer to be looked upon as 
a formidable Object. All Notion of feeing Norway conquered,

Men- of War; and 40000 Land Forces, at the ſame Time that 
the Danes having taken Marſtrand the End of July and Strom- 
ſtat ſoon after; were threatiiing, Schonen with an Invaſion; 

Ht s Britanick Majeſty arrived at Handver the End of May 
he had nominated the Lord Carteret for his Ambaſſadour in Swwe- 
den, after having received from the Queen the Letter of Notiti- 
cation of the Death of the King her Brother. His Majeſty could 
do no leſs, not being at War with the Queen in the Quality of 
King of Great Britain. | 

THE Lord Carteret arrived at Gottenburg the 18 h of June, 
and a few Days after at Szockholm; having been preceeded by 
Collonel Baſſewitz; who was charged with the Affairs of the 
Electorate. 5 3 

ADMIRAL Norris arrived the 3d of July with his Squa- 
dron- in the Road of Copenhagen; That Month and the next 
were made remarkable by the Ravages and Burnings of the MA 
covites on the Swediſh Coaſts, It is not proper to enlarge up- 
on this Subject here; it is yet freſn in every one's Memory, an 
I muſt forbear ſaying any thing that might ſeem to imply Re- 
proach or Recrimination, or exaſperate Peoples Minds ſtill more, 
For this Reaſon I will paſs over in Silence the opprobrious Dif- 
courſes that were held then and long before at Petersburg a- 
gainſt his Britannick Majefty and his Miniſters, who were loaded 
with InveRives to that Degree, that the Word Hanoverian was 
nèver pronounced but with Signs of extraordinary Iridignation; 
Nor will I ſay any thing of the Care which the Czar's Miniſters 
at Foreign Courts took, to deery his Britannick Majeſty and his 
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zo vel and openly to thwart his Negotiations. But it is 
impoſſible to forbear >. Notice of the Czar's Letter to Ad- 


miral Norris, in which he asked him the Reaſon of his entring 


the Baltick, and what he was come to do there? As if his Bri- 
tannick Majeſty needed the Czar's Permiſſion for ſending a Fleet 
thither. The Czar. wanted above all things to know, whether 
the Admiral had Orders to traverſe his Deſigns, and obſtruct his 
Operations; to which Sir John Norris thought it ſufficient to an - 
ſwer, That he had no ſuch Orders, which was very true. 
THE Czar making no Doubt, but the burning of the Mari- 
time Places in Sweden would induce the Nation to accept the 
hardeſt Conditions, ſent M. Oſterman to a Place near CRE 
to propoſe to them his ultimate Reſolutions, and to demand the 
abſolute Ceſſion of Eſthonia, Ingria, and Carelia, comprehend- 
ing therein the Towns of Revel, Wyburg, Narva, and Kex- 
holm, and the Ceſſion of Livonia for 40 Years, being willing 
to reſtore for the preſent only Finland. 
_ THESE 3 calculated merely for a ſeparate Peace, 
and the Czar's ſole Intereſts, it was time for the other Northern 
Allies to think likewiſe of theirs, independently of thoſe of the 
Czar; It was time for Proteſtant Kings to prevent the enure 
Ruin of a Proteſtant Kingdom : In ſhort it was time for the 
ſaid Kingdom to make its Peace with his Britannick Majeſty 
and ſeek his Aſſiſtance; and ſo it happened in the Month of Au- 
guſt. M. Ofterman was diſmiſſed with a Denial; a Treaty was 
ſigned, and Admiral Norris having joined Admiral Sparre in 
the Height of Carelſcroon, arrived with his Fleet at Stochholm the 
6th of September, and found that the Ruſſians had retired to their 
own Harbours eight Days before. It was according to his Bri- 
zannick Majeſty's Deſire that things happened thus, and that the 
Ruſſians made their Retreat without being forced to it by Hoſti- 
lities, which might have occaſioned a Rupture, Thus Matters 
remained on a Foot of Negotiation; and upon this Ground the 
Lord Carteret wrote tothe Czar the 12th of September, to offer 
him the King's Mediation, which already had been offered at 
Berlin to M. Tolſtoy by Mr. Whitworth. The Lord Carteret 
ſignified to the Czar, that the Queen of Sweden had accepted 
that Mediation, (conſidering that Great Britain had never en- 
gaged in the Northern War) and that he hoped his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty would alſo accept it, and ſuſpend Hoſtlites; adding, that 
his Britannick Majeſty had given Orders to Admiral Norris to 
repair to the Coaſts of Sweden, to protect the Commerce of 
the Britiſh Nation, and to give the greater Weight to his Me- 
diat on; and that his Majeſty had taken Meaſures with the moſt 
Chr ſtian King, and with his other Allies (among which Sweden 
was comprehended) to procure a good Succeſs of that Mediati-

. THz Lord Carteret had the greater Reaſon to make mention 
of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, becauſe M. Campredor was arrived 
at Stockholm the 6th of September with the Character of Reſi- 
dent of France, and had. brought with him 300000 Crowns 
in Ingots of Gold, in Payment of fix Months Subſidies, which 
the King his Maſter had newly agreed to give to Sweden. 
Tuts the Ambaſſadour's Letter, (to which Admiral Norris - 
joined another of much the ſame Tenour) was carried by Mr, 
Berkeley to the Ruſſian Plenipotentiaries at Aland; but they would 
neither charge themſelves with ſending theſe Letters to the 
Czar, nor give Mr. Berkeley a Paſſport for carrrying them to 
Petersburg; ſo that he was obliged to carry them back to Stock- 
holm. After which the Congreſs of Aland ended, the Plenipo- 
— taking their Leave on both Sides on the 24th of Sep- 
tember. | | 
TAB Czar arrived at Petersburg the Beginning of the fame 
Month, and the King ſeeing his Averſeneſs to Peace and to the 
accepting of his Mediation, ordered his two Reſidents there, 
Mr. Jefferyes and M. Weber to retire to Dantvick, where they 
arrived the 14th of November. The King's Intentions were. 


that ſhould not go too far from Petersburg, but be at Hand 


to go back thither, in caſe the Czar ſhould reſume pacifick 


Thoughts; which is his Majeſty's moſt ſincere Deſire. 


I forbear, Sir, inlarging here upon divers Injuries done by the 


Czar to the Commerce of Great Britain, In the Month of Ma 


1717, a Ruſſian Captain took the Concord, a Ship of Leith, and 
carried her to the Texel: It is true, the Czar, after having cauſed 


the beſt Part of her Cargo to be taken out and confiſcated, con- 


ſented to her being ſent to London to be judged there according 
to the Laws of the Land, and ſo ſhe was reſtored ro the Owners, 
notwithſtanding the Oppoſitions made by his Czariſh Majeſty's 


Reſident. The fame. Year the Ruſſians ſeized divers Effects be- 
longing to Subjects of Great Britain, which were tranſporting ta 


Konigebers. In the following Years they took ſeveral Bririſh 
Ships, Their Privateers carried a great Number of them into 
Revel in the Month of April 1719, and though they were not 
laden with any Comraband Goods, yet they were declared good 
Prizes, the Ships and Cargoes were confiſcated, and the Seamen 
thrown into Priſon, or forced into the Czar's Sea Service, In 
Sebtember 1719, all the Briti h Merchants at Petersburg being 
ordered to appear before the Court of Juſtice, were kept in Cu- 
ſtody there during 24 Hours, and were not releaſed till after they 
had been made to give Security that they would not go out of 
the Czar's Dominions, It would be eaſv for me to relate here 
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many Facts more of this Nature, but theſe I think ſufficient. 1 
might even end here this Letter, Sir, ſince after having read the 
faithful Relation I have made of the Conduct of the two Courts, 
ou may eaſily judge (by drawing the Parallel) which of the two 
= Reaſon to complain of the other, Yet that nothing may be 
wanting, I will add ſome Remarks upon certain Paſſages of the 
Memorial that want Explanation, = 12 
* THE Memorial begins with a Reproach, that the Steps made 
by the King of Great Britain in fayour of Sweden are —_— 
oppoſite to the Engagements entered into by His Majeſty wi 
the Czar in the Year 1715. Tis indeed going a little roo faſt 
to leap over four Years, and to paſs by in perfect Silence the 
Condugt of the Myſcov:te Court during all that time. The ſin- 
cere and orderly Relation I have given you, ſufficiently ſhews 


which of the two Courts was the firſt that departed from the 


Engagements of the Treaty of 1715. The Project of ſeizing 
Wiſmar : The Deſign of ſettling in Germany under the Pretext 


of making a Deſcent in Schonen, though it was never thought 


of; The Stay of the Ruff an Troops in Mecklenburg, and the 


Exactions committed there: Their Contrivance of making a Place 


of Arms of a Country contiguous to the King's Dominions: 


Their Refuſal to evacuate it upon His Majeſty's moſt preſ- 


ſing Inſtances; Their March out of it afterwards with new 


Views, which were to terrify Sweden, and to force it to a 


ſeparate Peace: The Interyiew with Baron Gortz, for bringing 
about that Peace: The Congreſs at Aland formed without the 


. Conſent of the Northern Allies, and to which Admittance was 


conſtantly denied to His Majeſty's Miniſters : The Plans which 


M Ofterman farmed there with Baron Gortz, All theſe are Proceed- 


ing which the Author of the Memorial would do well to recon- 
cile with the emen which his Czariſh Majeſty entred into 
by the Alliance of 1715. That Alliance concerned His Britanick 


Majeſty no otherwiſe than in the Quality of Elector. Great Britain 
had no Share in it; it was neither in Alliance with the Czar, nor 


in War with Sweden, The Fleets which it ſent into the Bal- 
tick, went not beyond protecting the Nation's Commerce, with- 
aut giving the Czar the leaſt.-Reaſon. of Complaint or Jealouſy, 
Yet if the Conduct of the Ryſian Court, during the ſaid four 
Years þe examined, it appears that no more Regard was ſhewn 
to the King than the Elector. One finds direct Intrigues with 
the Pretender; his Miniſters admitted at Petersburg; their Memo- 
rials received; their Projects ſupported and encouraged ; the late 
Dake of Ormond protected at Mittuu; and the Expedition a- 
againſt Norway concerted with his Swediſi Majeſty, to proceed 
afterwards to the Invaſion of Scotlund One finds at the ſame 
time Projects of an Engagement between the Czar and che —_ 
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bf Spain; Offers of Offenſive Alliances made to his Cathvlick 
Majeſty ;-and an intimate Friendſhip and Correſpondence eſta- 
bliſhed between the Miniſters of the two Courts at the Hague. 
One finds the Plans of His Britaznick Majeſty, the moſt glorious 
and moſt befieficial to Europe, traverſed in all Courts by the Czar's . 
Miniſters; the Regent diſſwaded from ſigning the Quadruple Al- 
liance ; the States General diverted from acceeding to it; the Com- 
merce of Great Britain diſturbed ; its Subjects moleſted in the 
Czar's Dominions ; their Merchant Ships ſeized and confiſcated ; 
and laſt of all, a Proteſtant Kingdom laid waſte by Fire, and u 
on the Point of being ſubdued, had not His Brizaznick Maje 
interpoſed with his Aſſiſtance, You have here, Sir, an Enume- 
ration of thoſe Benefits, which the printed Memorial aflures you 
the Czar has heaped on His Majeſty, | 
Wrar follows in the Memorial has no better Ground, It is 
retended that His Briannich Majeſty is beholden to his Czariſh 
Majeſty's Inſtances with the King of Denmark, for the Acquiſiti- 
on of Bremen and Vehrden; though it is notorious, that the Mu 
covite Court made thoſe Inſtances merely for their own Sake, 
and for their ſole Intereſt. For as they were endeavouring at 
that time to engage the King, in the Quality of Elector, into a 
Treaty of Guaranty, for ſecuring to his Czariſh Majeſty the Con- 
queſts he had made upon Sweden, particularly Revel, it was pro- 
per to ſhew great Earneſtneſs for procuring him Bremen and 


Jahren. But ſoon after they began to alter their Conduct, and 


to talk in another Strain; for when they thought themſelves prets 
i ſure of inducing the King of Sweden to make a ſeparate Peace, 
they offered him, in order the better to prevail upon him, all 
manner of Afliſtance for retaking what His Britannicł Majeſty 
with-held from him. This is evident from Baron Gortz's Plans; 
and it is very extraordinary to hear the Author of the Memorial 
pretend, that His Britannick Majeſty is beholden to the Czar for 
an Acquiſition, which his Czariſh Majeſty has long ſhewn a De- 
ſign to wreſt from him, and taken Meaſures with the King of 
Sweden to that End. 

Tat Memorial afterwards draws a very odious and offenſive 
Parallel between the Conduct obſerved by King William and 
Queen Anne of glovious Memory, with regard to the Czar, and 
that which is imputed to King George. I am perſuaded the Czar 
would take it very ill, if his Predeceſſors were thus applauded at 
bis Expence, and if their Actions were ſet off by being placed in 
p30 to his: Yet as he is abſolute in his own Dominions, 
ſuc a Parallel would not be able to do him any Prejudice. Bin 
in a Country where the Government is ſuch as it is known to be in 
Great Britain, ſuch Inſinuations in a Piece deſi ned to be made 
publick, (as we ſee this Memorial was) are a tacit Appeal — 
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the Nation, tending to perſwade them how different the preſent 


Reign is from the two laſt, and how little Care is taken to avoid 


Occaſions of War, and to make Commerce flouriſh. But to throw 
down all this Machine at once, it is ſufficient to ask the Author 
of this Memorial, whether King William and Queen Ane had 
the ſame Cauſes of Complaint againſt the Czar, as has his Ma. 
jeſty now reigning? And as it is certain they had not, all his 
Parallel vaniſhes into Smoak. 

Tag Memorial proceeds next to the Negotiation of a Treaty 
of Commerce begun at London in the Year 1716, by Prince 
Kewrakin, It is pretended that this was obſtructed by the Inte- 
reſts of the Nobility of Mecklenburg, which the Memorial ſays 
came a-croſ5 it: As to which be it obſerved, that here is an A-. 
nachroniſm ; for the Negociation about Commerce was entred 
upon at London by Prince Kourakin in the Months of January 
and February 1716, and remained wholly ſuſpended and unde- 
termined, that Prince having not given ſatisfactory Declarations, 
and he himſelf leaving London without concluding any thing, 
before there was any Queſtion about the Affairs of Mecklenburg, 
and before the Czar had ſent his Troops into that Dutchy; 
which was not till the Month of May 1716. The Czar paſſed 
over afterwards into Zealand with his Army, for the pretended 
Defcent on Schonen, and it was not till his Return into Mecklens 
burg in the Month of October, that he eftabliſhed himſelf intire- 
ly there, and declared directly for the Duke againſt the Nobili- 

; at which Time the Negotiation of Prince Kowrakin had lain 

above fix Months, The Truth is, one muſt be ignorant of 
the Conftitution of Great Britain, and of the Nature of its Go- 
vernment, to imagine, that Britiſh Miniſters would reje& a Trea. 
ty of Commerce Teneficial to the Nation,. for Intereſts ſo far 
out of the Way as thoſe of the Nobility of Mecklenburg. Prince 
Kourakin's Treaty came to Nothing, for three Reaſons ; the firſt 
was, that he inſiſted the Britiſh Merchants ſhould be excluded 
from the Commerce of Caſan and Aſtracan, though the Privi- 
lege of trading thither, had been granted them by his Czariſh 
Majeſty's Predeceſſors: The ſecond was, that the Czar reſerved 
to himſelf the Power of raiſing or lowering the Coin in his Do- 
minions at his Pleaſure, which might have made the Duties 
payable by the Britiſh Merchants double to what was ſettled by 
the Treaties, unleſs it had been provided againſt by an expreſs 
Article: The third Reaſon was, that the Czar would never hear 
of concluding the Treaty of Commerce, without concluding at 
the ſame Time with His Bri/tamnick Majeſty a defenſive Alliance, 
which his Czariſh Majeſty propoſed fo extenſively, that it could 
not have failed to inzage the Crown of Great Britain in an open 
Rupture with Sweden. The Czar ſtuck fo firmly to this laſt Ar- 
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title, that when the Reſident Jefferyes ſpoke to his Minifters in 
January 1719, of the fame Treaty of Commerce, he received 
this plain Anſwer, That before that was to be thought of it was 
neceſſary to conclude an Alliance and to agree upon a Plan of 
Operations; after which they might proceed ro a Treaty of 
Commerce, not however upon the foot propoſed in England in 
1716, but on a more equitable foot. 

. Waar follows of the ſiniſter Inſinuations which it is pre- 
tended His Britannick Majeſty cauſed to be made in ſeveral 
Courts againſt the Interefts of the Czar, is nothing but an Ar- 
tifice to diſguiſe what his own Miniſters did at the Courts of 
France and Spain, at the Hague, and elſewhere, againſt his Ma- 
jeſty's Intereſts and Negotiations: But nothing is more ſtrange, 
than what the Memorial has the Aſſurance to aſſert of His Bris 
gannick Majeſty's labouring when. the Czar was at Copenhagen in 
1716, to divert the Court of Denmark from the Meaſures taken 
with his Czariſh Majeſty for the Operations againſt Sweden; tor 
no body is ignorant, that all the Objections againſt the Deſcent 
on Schonen were raiſed ſolely by the Czar, and it is fince known 
that he never really intended to make that Deſcent. 

Tu Memorial adds, that at that time it was brought to 
the Point of cauſing Admiral Norris to act hoſtilely againſt his 
Czariſh Majeſty's = bur and againſt his Land Forces, it his Da- 
iſh Majeſty would only have conſented to it. This is certainly 
a very heavy Imputation, if it had any Ground: But I can aſſure 
the Author of the Memorial that Nothing in the World was 
ever further from the Truth. Admiral Norris had never 
any ſuch Orders: He never made any ſuch Propoſitions to 
the Danes: And though it would have been eaſy for him to 
obſtruct the landing of the Ruſſians in Mecklenburg, he remain- 
ed quiet with the Fleet in the Port of Copenhagen, having even 
taken from the Czar the 22d of October, (as we have already 
ſaid) a Memorial concerning the Operations of the following 
Campaign, to be ſent to his Britannick Majeſty. 

Tu Memorial treats the Reproaches of his Czariſh Majeſty's 
Correſpondence with the Pretender and his Emiſſaries, as falſe 
Pretexts and mere Forgeries. It is not enough to ſay that thoſe 
Facts were denied in a Memorial preſented in 1717 to his Bri- 
tannick Majeſty by the Czar's Reſident, But the Point is to 
deſtroy the inconteſtable Proofs there are of thoſe Facts, of 
which nothing has been aſſerted in this Letter but what is read 
to be juſtifiec and to be made out with the utmoſt Evidence. 

Ta E Memorial wonders that the Negotiation of M. Tol ſtoy at 
the Hague and at Hanover in 1717, had not a happy Succeſs, and 
imputes it once more to the Intereſts of the Novility of Meck- 


lenburg. All this drops of itlelf, if it be conſidered, that the Ne- 
a gotiation 
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dtiatidn of that Miniſter related only to the Eyacnation of Mecł᷑-. 
Lo: and though he agreed in general, that, jt. ought to be 
done; he conſtantly refuſed to fix a Term for the March of the 
Ruſſian Troops; which ſufficiently demonſtrated the little Sin» 
cerity of his Proceedings, and the little Regard he had to the 
juſt. Inſtances of his Britannicłk Majeſty, | 11 

THE little Succeſs of the Overtures which were made to 
the Czar at Amſterdam by Admiral Norris and Mr. Whitworth, 
is by the Memorial imputed to their want of Inſtructions; but 
Care is taken not to tell us; that the Czar inſiſted with them 
upon a Squadron of 15 Men of War in the Baltick, and that this 
Squadron ſhould be under the Orders of his Czariſh Majeſty's 
Admirals, which was caſting an invincible Obſtacle and Affront 
in the Way of all Concert, and of all Plans of Operations. 

WE. are now come, Sir, to that Part of the Memorial, 
which ſpeaks of the famous Congreſs at Aland. It is known 
that Congreſs was the Fruit of the Interview at Loo with Baron 
Gortz, and of the Reſolution which the Czar then took to make 
a C_ Peace; and yet the Memorial tells us, that this Con- 
greſs was conſented to; only for hearing the Propoſitions of the 
Swedes, and for attaining a general Peace. 

CERTAINLY had Th — the Deſign, they would not 
with ſo much Obſtinacy have refuſed to admit to the Conferences 
the Miniſters of their Britannick and Poliſh Majeſties. The Mi- 
niſter of Denmark in particular had never acted in any manner 
that could render him ſuſpected to the Muſcovite Court, and yet 
in the very Heat of the Diverſion which his Maſter was making 
in 1719, on the Side of Stromſtat, they continued to refuſe to 
admit him. 73 

Buer nothing diſplays ſo much Light over this part of the 
Memorial, as the Plans of M. Oſterman and Baron Gortæ, inſerted 
above. It is there manifeſt that his Czariſh Majeſty had excited the 
King of Sweden to undertake the Expedition againſt Norway, pro- 
miſing to aſſiſt him in it, if it were neceſſary, by Force of Arms, or 
at leaſt not to diſturb him in it by any Diverſion, and to give him 
Opportunity to employ all his Forces in it. It is there likewiſe 
we find the Project for his Swediſh Majeſty's entering Jutland,” 
while the Ruſſians ſhould attack the Country of Hanover. It 
was not natural therefore to let the Envoy of Denmark into a 
Congreſs, where ſuch Plans againſt the King his Maſter were 
in Agitation, and where he would have diſcovered them, It 
was much more proper to leave him at Revel, where the Fo- 
reign Miniſters were leſs informed, and conſequently leſs active 
than at Petersburg. And after the Death of his Swediſh Maje- 
ſty, the Deſign being formed to overpower Sweden to force

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Majeſty, {as was offered to the Swedes by the Muſovite Cour) 
it was proper allo then to keep. aloof Hrn Aland his Dunn 


Majeſty's.

THz ſame Reaſon made it neceſſary not to receive his Bri- 
taunick Majeſty's - Miniſter there ; for ic was not their Buſineſs 


to let him diſcover any thing of thoſe Plans which tended to carry 


the Fire of War into Scotland, and into his Majeſty's Electorate. 
THEY were alſo in the Right to keep away the Envoy of 
his Poliſh Majeſty, that he might know nothing of the Plan by. 
which they had agreed to re-eſtabliſh Sraniſtaus, and to diſmem- 
ber Poland to find Equivalents for the King of Pruſſia and the 
Duke of Mecklenburg. 
Tus x would not therefore ſuffer at Ae, nor afterwards 
at Aland, any other to come near them than the King of Pra- 
fia's Miniſter only; for as they had contrived to dazle the Eyes of

Ws haye ſeen above the extraordinary Impatience which the 
Czar ſhewed during, the Congreſs, to ſee it ſpeedily ended by the 
Concluſion ot his ſeparate Peace with Sweden. 
Wx may obſerve the Pains he took for it, even to come in 
Perſon to Abo to haſten it to an Iſſue. | 
WV haye ſeen his Uneaſineſs during the ſeveral Journeys Ba- 
ron. Gortz. made to his Swediſh Majeſty, and the Diſturbance 
which the Delay of that Baron's Return to Aland gave him. 
We have ſeen how much his Czariſh Majeſty preſſed the Crown 
of Sweden to conclude with him, one while by Threats of Inva- 
ſion, another by Promiſes of Diverſion, or at leaſt of Inaction, 
and another while by Ravages and by burning the Country; 
and all this to, acquire his own ſeparate Peace in Excluſion of. 
his Allies, whom he took Care not to let into the Negotiation. , 
Now. is. it not very pleaſant, when one has all theſe Facts be- 
fore one, to read theſe Words in the Memorial ? | 
THE Affair had been ended long ago, while the King of Swe- 
den was alive, could his Czariſh Majeſty have reſolved to aban- 
don his Allies, and to enter into the Meaſures which were pro- 
poſed againſt them: But good Faith, which his Ceariſh Majeſty

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As I have already given the Subſtance of that Letter, I leave 
it to be judged whether this Imputation has the leaſt Ground. It 
is perhaps the firſt Time, that an Offer of Mediation has been 
treated as a Pretext for a Rupture, It is alledged, that his Cza- 
riſh Majeſty could not receive a Letter from a Miniſter who had 
no Credentials to him: This Delicacy is ſurprizing enough; the 
Kings of Pruſſia and Denmark had it not, having conſented to 
treat at Stockholm by the Mediation of the Lord Carterer, though 
he had not any Letters of Credence to them. In plain Terms, 
His Britannick Majeſty has neither Intereſt nor Intention to 
break with the Czar; it is agreeable to Great Britain to culti- 
vate his Czariſh Majeſty's Friendſhip, and the Commerce of 
Ruſſia, Upon theſe Conſiderations very many Proceedings of 
the Muſcovite Court, little ſuitable to that Friendſhip, and very 
prejudicial to that Commerce, have been over-looked, His B̃ri- 
tannick Majeſty continues in the ſame Diſpoſition ; and his Cza- 
riſh Majeſty may, if he pleaſes, find the Effects of it, and make his 
uſe of a Mediation, which has no other Aim than the re-elta-
